To the Inhabitants of the Town of New Boston 
qualified to vote in town affairs. 


You are hereby notified to meet at the town house 
in said town on the second Tuesday of March next at nine 
o’clock in the forenoon to act upon the following subjects;

3rd. To see if the town will authorize the selectmen 
to hire money to meet the necessary expenses of the town. 


4th. To see if the town will vote that “it is inexpedi- 
ent to establish a library” as provided in section eight 
chapter one hundred and eighteen laws of 1895. 

5th. By request of Newman J. Wilson, to see if the 
town will vote to buy four pair of oxen to use on road ma- 
chines, to raise and appropriate money for the same, or 
pass any vote relating thereto.

6th. To see if the town will vote to put up an iron 
pipe railing on the east side of the highway between the 
residences of Mrs. George Searle and Solomon D. Atwood, 
also from the Baptist Parsonage to said highway. 

7th. To see if the town will vote to establish an elec- 
tric light near the residence of Mrs. Almena M. Butterfield 

8th. To hear the reports of Agents, Auditors, Commit- 
tees heretofore chosen and pass any vote relating thereto.

Once more the town is out of debt therefore no money 
will be needed to pay town debts. If the town desires to 
ask for state aid for improved highways, it will be neces- 
sary to make the appropriation for roads and bridges large 
enough to allow the use of $1009.50 in addition to the 
amount already in the treasury, if state aid is not asked 
$673.00 only will be set aside. The selectmen are of the 
opinion that not more than $1000 need be raised for inei- 
dental expenses.

Fire Wards. 
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Report of the Trustees of the New 
Boston Cemetery 


Including the Treasurer’s report and Superin- 
tendents report to February 15, 1910. 


Submitting herewith the full reports of the-Superin- 
tendent and the Treasurer, we wish to say that we in- 
structed the Supermtendent at the early spring, of the 
probable amount of interest that would accrue on thie 
trust funds and to see that all trust-lots were well kept, 
fertilized, and mowed ; this has been done and on some of 
these lots the interest has exceeded the needed work; 
any suggestions by those interested in these lots, as to 
larger expenditure on them, the Trustees would be glad 
to consider. We do not recall any adverse criticism on 
the care of the Cemetery, nur received any suggestions of 
improvement to be attended to; Visitors from abroad 
have favorably commented on the natural beauty of the 
Cemetery in the sammer, also of the apparent care bestowed. 

Only an occasional burial is made, and no head stone, 
suitably inscribed. erected, and some very fine monuments 
of stone and maible have been set up. The Superintend- 
ent has found the stone lifter purchased last spring a 
waterial lelp in the work—The vote of the town regard- 
ing a winter-hearse, also the purchase of a modern lowering 
device for interments, was carefully considered, and the 
resulé that arrangements for both are completed; we 
received one lowering device, but we were not satisfied 
that it was the best and may make a change for a better 
make. In considering the matter of a wintei-hearse, we 
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found that to buy outright involved more outlay than 
appropriation, unless we waited for one party to build at 
his leisure in the dull season for work ; and we found that 
by buying a Set of runners adjusted to our present hearse, 
it would bea large saying and would be the same as is 
largely in use in other places, and the inconvenience of 
shifting from wheels to runners would, be more than com- 
pensated in saving the housing and keeping in good con- 
dition two hearses. Conferring with the Selectmen, who 
had virtually left the matter in our hands, the order was 
placed and the runners are here; new hearses are very. 
high in cost, and we think that the present hearse should 
be re-painted and varnished soon. The scarcity of desirable 
burial lots will require additional work in the spring upon 
the west slope of the Cemetery. There are lots in differ- 
ent sections of the Cemetery, which have been occupied by 
the burial of one or two, when the parties engaging the 
lot have never paid and taken deed of the same. Atten- 
tion has been repeatedly called to this neglect, and we 
once more call upon all who think they have secured a lot 
and have no deed, to show ownership, to make this neglect 
right, and we shall not hesitate to givea deed of any such 
lots to any party preferring to take such part of the orig- 
inal lot as has not been used, rather than buy a lot from 
those unsold. While the Superintendents report shows a 
low rate of mortality the past year, we cannot fail to be 
reminded how very fast the older generation is passing 
away. Wecommend the interest shown by the Superin- 
tendent in helping visitors to find the objects of their 
search and the care bestowed on the Cemetery as a whole. 
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We also acknowledge the interest and help Mr. Arthur 
Holt has been to the Trustees in the procurement of the 
mnaterial for the use of the town connected with the 
Cemetery and his attention as undertaker in the conduct 


of the processions to place of burial, that everything 
should be in good taste,

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Report of School Board 


Although our schools the past year have been some- 
what broken up by ill health of teachers, we have been 
fortunate in securing excellent teachers in most cases, and 
feel that progress has been made. 

Schools have been maintained at the village and in 
Nos. 2, 4, 5, 6, 18, 15, and two terms at 16. 

We were obliged to lengthen the school year for the 
High School to 86 weeks, and deemed it advisable to 
increase the other schools from 30 to 32 weeks. 

Our High School was reapproved only on the follow- 
ing conditions. 

1st.—That the school year should be increased to 36 
weeks. 

2nd.—That an approved text book of Ancient His- 
tory be adopted in place of Myer’s General History, and 
that the character and amount of work be modified in this 
and some of the other courses. These conditions have 
been complied with absolutely. 

We are also informed by the State Superintendent of 
Public Instruction that the approval will not be given our 
High School unless the percentage of daily attendance is 
brought up to the standard of other schools. 

The percentage of daily attendance last year was 81 
per cent, the next lowest in the State was 90 percent, and 
most of the schools are above this. 

There has also been an extremely large number of 
scholars absent or tardy in our other schools. While we 
realize that many absences are unavoidable, we trust that 
both parents and scholars will do all in their power to 
remedy this fault. 
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Parents of scholars in No. 16, desired a school in that 
district, and as the cost of the school and the cost of 
transportation were about equal, the school was main- 


tained two terms. 
We would call attention to parents in outside dis- 


tricts sending scholars to the graded schools at the village. 
We believe this should be avoided wherever possible. 
The examinations for entrance to the High-School show 
that as thorough work is done in the outside districts as 
at the village with its crowded schools. 

The repairs at No. 4 house have been made and 
$56.58 has been expended for that purpose. It was found 
that beside the repairs contemplated the shed floor needed 
repairing and the house painting and papering inside. 

Those repairs overrun the appropriation $6.38 

We find that the $400 appropriated last year to 
slate the village school house is not enough if the same 
quality of slate used on our public buildings is used, and 
snow guards to insure the safety of the children, are also 
puton. A further appropriation of at least $50 should 
be made for this purpose. 

Owing to the increase in the school year, we did not 
deem it advisable to take this amount from the school 
money. | 

The ceiling in house 15 needs whitewashing badly. 
House 13 needs painting. The shed at No. 4 should be 
shingled in the near future.
